Supervisors require of the Trustees 
of tho City of Fresno, to make provis- 
ion for the care of city prisoners by the 
erection of a separate jail, not only 
to obviate the crowded condition of 
tho county prisoners, but to remove 
the contention between the city and the 
county concerning charges for board and 
supplies furnished city prisoners. 


We reiterate the recommendation of 


tlio last grand jurv concerning the ne- 
cessity of u suitable inclosure around 
the jail building. 


TUB COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


After a visit and thorough examina- 


tion of the county hospital and fa: 
connected therewith, we are pleased lo 
say that the management and conduct 
of "the hospital ia very satisfactory in all 
respects, the wards perfectly clean and 
well kept, and tho patients expressed 
themselves pleased with the board and 
treatment. 


The previous irrand jury had cause to 


complain of the loose management in 
connection with the farm, no records 
whatever having been kepi of the pro- 
ceeds of pasturage and sale of hay and 
stock.
